of  the  Andover  Rural  District  Council: 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  1961# 

The  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  the  population  is  17,200,  a decrease 
of  2,880  compared  with  the  estimate  for  I960.  However,  the  natural  increase  of 
population,  i.e.  the  net  gain  of  births  over  deaths  during  the  year  was  188  - 
so  the  change  must  again  be  due  to  a decrease  in  the  number  of  the  military 
establishments  in  the  district#  The  Census  in  April,  1961,  gave  a population 
figure  of  16,832* 

The  vital  statistics  do  not  differ  significantly  from  previous  years,  and 
compare  favourably  with  the  National  figures  for  England  and  Males* 

The  incidence  of  notified  infectious  diseases  was  high,  due  to  the  high 
incidence  of  measles,  but  no  serious  notifiable  diseases  were  reported,  except  for 
two  new  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

Housing  is  becoming  increasingly  important  as  one  of  the  main,  public  health 
problems,  and  the  shortage  of  houses  may  be  responsible  in  some  degree  for  the 
decline  in  the  population  of  the  district.  Houses  for  general  needs  are  urgently 
requirea  and  the  waiting  list  of  applicants  for  houses  is  steadily  increasing 
year  by  year. 
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During  the  year,  a scheme  for  the  main  drainage  of  Hursthourne  Tarrant  and 
Ihthorpe  was  considered  at  a Public  inquiry,  and  eventually  the  original  plan 
v^-as  altered  to  include  a sewerage  project  of  the  whole  of  the  Bourne  Valley  in 
co-operation  with  the  Kingsclere  and  Whitchurch  Rural  District  Council,  using  the 
old  liiTiiy  Sewage  Disposal  Plant  at  Barton  Stacey* 

*1.1  so  during  the  year  the  .iherwell  and  Chilbolton  Sewerage  scheme  was 

virtually  completed* 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Clerk  for  his  report  on  housing  matters  and 
to  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  District,  also  to  all  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their

323  live  births  were  registered  during  1 961 , 159  boys  and  169  girls. 

The  live  Birth  Rate,  corrected  for  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the 
population  by  the  Registrar  General's  comparability  factor  was  20.7  per 
thousand  population.  The  figure  for  England  and  .Vales  in  1961  was  17.4  per 
thousand. 

(b)  Still-Births 

11  still-births  occurred,  giving  a rate  of  32.4  per  thousand  births. 

The  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  7/ales  was  18.7. 

(c)  Deaths 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  140, 

75  males  and  65  females,  compared  with  129  in  i960. 

This  gives  a local  death  rate,  corrected  by  the  Registrar-General' s 
comparability  factor  for  age  and  sex  distribution  of  10.7  per  thousand  population. 
This  again  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  12.0 
per  thousand. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  proportions tely:- 

1.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  - 36  deaths  or  25.7  per  cent. 

01  which  more  than  one  half  (23  deaths)  were  due  to  coronary  artery  disease. 

2,  Cancers  of  various  types  accounted  for  35  deaths  (25  per  cent.)  of  which 
7,  4 in  men  and  3 in  women,  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus. 
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3.  Apoplexies  or  vascular  lesions  of  the  central  nervous  system 
accounted  for  17  deaths  (12,1  per  cent, ) 

4,  Respiratory  diseases  accounted  for  13  deaths  (9.2  per  cent,) 

In  addition,  there  were  9 oases  of  accidental  death,  of  which  3 were 
associated  with  motor  vehicles* 

No  deaths  resulted  from  the  infectious  diseases  of  childhood  or  in 
association  with  childoirth* 

Infantile.  Neonatal  and  Early  Neonatal  Mortality. 

3 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  were  recorded  in  1961,  giving  an 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  9.1  per  1000  live  births.  Of  these  3 death?,  2 occurre 
in  the  first  week  of  life  which  gives  Neonatal  and  Early  Neonatal  Mortality 
Rates  of  6.1  per  1000  live  births. 

Perinatal  Mortality 

rpj-^0  pgpina'tal  Mortality  kate  which  is  the  sum  of  the  still—births  and 
the  early  neonatal  deaths  per  thousand  births  (live  and  still)  stands  at 
38.3  compared  with  32.2  for  England  and  (Vales, 
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Infectious  Diseases 

During  the  year,  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  was 
high,  due  to  the  biennial  increase  of  measles  incidence.  They  are  set  out  in 
tabular  form  in  appendix  * C*  of  tne  Report,  snowing  age  and  sex  distribution* 

There  were  no  serious  infectious  diseases  notified,  apart  from  tuberculosis. 
Tuberculosis 

2 new  coses  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  added  to  the  Register  during 
the  year,  both  male,  and  there  were  also  4 cases,  all  of  a respiratory  nature, 
transferred  from  other  districts.  There  was  1 death,  and  the  number  of  cases 
un  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  I38,  compared  with  1 37  at  the  end  of  i960,

In  one  case  of  an  elderly  woman  of  73  years  of  age,  suffering  from  chronic 
disease,  and  unable  to  devote  to  herself  proper  attention,  and  living  in 
insanitary  conditions,  it  was  considered  necessary  to  take  statutory  action  under 
the  National  assistance  Amendment  Ret  of  1951. 

Fortunately,  at  the  last  moment,  she  consented  to  be  admitted 
voluntarily  to  St.  John' s Hospital,  Andover,  and  so  once  more  no  compulsion

Immunisation  and  Vaccination 


interior  Poliomyelitis 

During  1961,  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  continued  in  all  age 
groups  up  to  40  years  of  age,  and  in  certain  special  groups  of  persons  over 
that  age,  using  the  Salk  type  killed  vaccine.  During  the  summer  months,  the 
Minister  of  Health  gave  authority  for  all  children  between  the  ages  of 
5 and  12  years  to  be  given  a fourth  boosting  injection  in  cases  where  a year  or 
more  had  elapsed  after  the  third  injection  had  been  given,  For  this  purpose, 
all  the  primary  schools  were  visited  and  the  injections  given  in  those  cases 
where  the  parents  consented.  Others  were  done  in  practitioners*  surgeries 
and  the  response  of  the  public  was  remarkably  good,  and  a very  high  proportion 
of  children  in  this  age  group  were  given  the  extra  protection. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  agreed  to  co-operate  in  a Survey  of  the 
excretion  incidence  of  Entero-viruses,  which  include  poliomyelitis,  in  randomly 
selected  children  under  5 years  of  age.  The  Survey  commenced  in  June,  19^1, 
and  was  initiated  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  with  the  approval 
of  the  Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health. 

During  each  week,  10  children  were  selected  at  random  by  Health  Visitors  in 
the  three  districts  for  which  I am  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  parents  were 
subsequently  visited  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  who  left  a letter  of 
explanation,  and  collected  a faecal  specimen  from  the  child,  which  was 
subsequently  sent  to  the  Laboratory  at  H inche ster , and  from  there  to  the 
Epidemiological  Research  Laboratory,  Oolindale,  where  the  incidence  of  natural 
excretion  of  entero-viruses  was  assessed. 
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The  burvey  continued  for  a whole  year,  and  it  will  he  some  time  before  the 
results  are  published,  but  it  will  be  interesting  to  learn  the  natural  incidence 
of  the  polio  and  other  entero- viruses  in  children  before  the  Sabin  type  of 
attenuated  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  is  employed  for  immunisation  purposes, 

I must  express  my  thanks  to  the  Health  Visitors  for  their  co-operation  in 
supplying  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  selected  children  and  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  lor  the  additional  work  they  had  to  perform  in  carrying  out  the  Survey, 
Diphtheria,  looping  Gough  and  Tetanus 

Immunisation  against  these  three  infections  was  continued  using  the 
popular  triple  antigen  most  frequently,  although  separate  antigens  were  sometimes 
employed  in  a 1 ew  instances  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  either  separately 
or  together. 

During  the  autumn  months,  the  Primary  Schools  were  again  visited  and  booster 
doses  given  to  those  children  whose  parents  consented  and  who  had  entered  the 
schools  during  the  previous  twelve  months. 

During  the  past  few  years  occasional  outbreaks  of  diphtheria  have  occurred, 
but  the  incidence  of  whooping  cough  has  decreased  considerably  over  the  years. 

If  diphtheria  is  to  be  kept  under  control  it  is  of  vital  importance  that  not  less 
than  70  per  cent,  of  children  should  be  fully  protected  both  in  infancy  and  during 
the  years  at  school, 

ihe  numbers  of  immunisations  done  in  the  Rural  District  are  set  out  in  the 
Table  in  Appendix  *D’, 

Vaccination  Against  Smallpox 

The  County  Medical  Officer  informs  me  that  11 3 infants  under  1 year  were 
vaccinated  during  the  year.  This  represents  3M.4  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of 
baties  born  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  42.2  per  cent,  in  i960. 
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Vaccination  during  the  first  yea r of  life  is  no  less  important  than 
the  other  immunisation  procedures.  Once  a person  has  received  a successful 
primary  vaccination,  the  effect  of  re- vaccination  is  considerably  less 
disturbing  and  also  the  immunity  is  raised  by  antibody  production  in  the  body 
very  much  more  rapidly,  so  that  any  contact  of  a case  of  smallpox  who  has 
received  a successful  primary  vaccination  can  almost  certainly  be  protected 
from  acquiring  the  disease  by  re-vacci nation  during  the  first  few  days  after 
contact. 

Naturally  all  immunisation  procedures  entail  certain  risks  and  the  risk  of 
vaccination  in  infancy  is  slightly  higher  than  later  in  life  - nevertheless  the 
benefits  conferred  during  life  outweigh  the  risks  involved  until  smallpox  is 
eradicated  from  the  endemic  areas  of  Asia  and  Africa,  which  have  become  so  much 
more  dangerous  in  this  respect  with  modern  air  travel* 
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Admir.i  stration  of  Health  Services

The  administration  of*  these  devolved  services  is  carried  out  by  the 
Andover  and  Kingsclere  District  health  Sub-Committee  of  the  County  Council* 

The  County  Council  is  the  Local  Health  Authority,  but  the  District  Health 
Sub-Committee  has  at  its  disposal  a considerable  amount  of  information  and 
knowledge  of  the  local  districts  and  an  important,  if  not  spectacular  side 
of  the  work,  is  the  appointment  of  district  nurses  and  midwives* 

Meetings  are  held  at  Andover  and  Kingsclere  in  8 months  of  each  year, 
Keports  are  submitted  on  infectious  diseases,  birtns  and  deaths, 
inspection  of  nurseries,  immunisation  and  vaccination,  midwifery  and  maternity 
services,  home  help  services,  nursing  accommodation,  and  matters  of  nealth 
importance,  in  which  the  three  districts  have  a common  interest* 

Each  District  Council  in  addition  to  tiiree  nomininated  Councillors  appoints 
two  co-opted  members,  who  usually  represent  a voluntary  organisation  such  as 
the  vY.V.  S.  , the  -Red  Cross  or  St,  John*  s *imbulance  Brigade,  and  in  this  way 
valuable  assistance  is  obtained* 

During  1 961 , the  Meals  on  Wheels”  Service  for  old  people  was  extended 
considerably  in  the  three  districts.  tfitn  the  help  of  the  W.V.  S.  and  other 
contributors,  the  a.ndover  Borough  Council  started  a service  ^during  the  year  and 
other  areas  served  were  Overton,  Kingsclere,  Ecchinswell,  Wool ton  Hill, 
apple shaw,  Benton  iUewsey  and  Hurstbourne  Tarrant,

Last  year,  my  report  referred  mostly  to  the  re-housing  of  families  from 
the  hutted  camp  sites*  Progress  in  this  respect  has  continued  and  from  the 
limited  number  of  casual  vacancies  during  the  year,  four  more  families  have 
been  re-housed  and  the  huts  finally  closed*  One  family  remains  at 
Cnilbolton  and  will  be  re-housed  at  an  early  date  when  this  camp  will  be  finally 
closed  down* 

In  1962,  it  is  intended  to  erect  6 houses  at  Grateley  to  enable  the 
families  to  be  housed  in  permanent  accommodation,  thus  enabling  the  last  of  the 
hutted  camp  sites  to  be  closed  down* 

The  provision  of  one  bedroomed  bungalows  for  the  aged  has  continued  to  be 
a matter  of  extreme  urgency  to  the  Council,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  12 
bungalows  were  under  erection  (6  at  Hatherden  and  6 at  Vernham  Dean),  and  a 
tender  approved  for  6 at  Monxton.  Future  schemes  are  intended  for  the 
Parishes  of  Barton  Stacey,  Penton  Iviewsey  and  dherwell,  when  the  Ministry 
allocation  is  sufficient  to  allow  additional  building. 
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ilS  in  previous  years,  the  Council  have  encouraged  several  tenants  to 
move  into  smaller  accommodation  to  release  larger  dwellings  to  families  with 
more  need, 

.rfith  no  new  house  building  during  the  year  for  general  needs,  the 
waiting  list  of  families  requiring  accommodation  has  increased  considerably 
with  little  opportunity  to  reduce  the  list,  only  when  vacancies  occurred  on 
the  existing  estates.

The  mains  water  supply  in  this  District  has  been  completely  satisfactory 
in  both  quality  and  quantity.  The  water  is  not  plumbo- solvent. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

During  the  year  the  drainage  of  the  villages  of  Chilbolton  and  i/heiwc'll 
has  been  undertaken,  the  sewage  being  pumped  to  the  ex-R.*i.F.  sewage  works  at 
west  Down,  Chilbolton.  On  completion  of  this  scheme,  both  these  villages  will 
be  fully  sewered. 

there  still  remains  a large  number  of  villages  which  require  sewering  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  a scheme  was  in  progress  for  xibbotts  i»nn  and  Upper 
Clatford.  Schemes  are  also  envisaged  for  the  villages  of  Rurstbourne  Tarrant  and 
Longparish.  Tnis  particular  scheme  will  link  up  with  the  Kingsclere  Rural 
District  Council's  scheme  for  the  Bourne  Valley.  It  is  hoped  during  the 
forthcoming  year  to  start  preparations  for  a scheme  on  the  Western  side  of  the 
District,  whicn  is  for  the  villages  of  xjnport  and  Monxton,  and  it  is  hoped  that, 
if  possible,  the  villages  of  Ryfield  and  Thruxton  will  be  included  in  the  scheme. 

On  the  completion  of  these  schemes  a large  proportion  of  this  District  will  have 
mains  water  and  mains  sev/erage. 

Public  Cleansing 

a weekly  refuse  collection  was  maintained  in  the  District  throughout  the 
year,  all  refuse  being  disposed  of  at  ¥est  Down,  Chilbolton,  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping.  The  cesspool  emptying  service  continued  throughout  the  year.

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  act.  I960  (Moveable  Dwellings) 

The  County  policy  in  connection  with  this  *^ct  favours  the  closing  down 
of  the  individual  caravan  site,  and  the  establishment  of  larger  sites  where 
greater  control  can  be  exerted.  It  was  found  uneconomical  to  continue  the 
Council-owned  site  at  West  Down,  Chilbolton,  especially  as  the  site  was  in 
close  proximity  to  the  Council’ s refuse  tip.  There  are  four  sites  licensed 
for  more  than  five  caravans  with  permanent  planning  permission  in  this  District, 
three  of  these  sites  being  satisfactory  and  complying  with  the  conditions  laid 
down,  and  one  unsatisfactory.  It  <vould  appear  that  as  the  single  caravan  sites 
are  turned  down  under  Town  and  Country  Planning,  difficulty  will  be  experienced 
regarding  re-siting,  and  I feel  that  it  may  well  be  necessary  for  a larger  site 
to  be  opened.  This  will  probably  have  to  be  in  the  ownership  of  the  Council,
